The government has a legitimate interest in pro- 
jecting the identities of its undercover agents. But 
that interest, like any other governmental claim * ^ 

.secrecy, must be narrowly circumscribed a>pre- 

' vent abuse. A bill proposed m the U.S. Hou^e 
Representatives would go in the opposite direction.; 
by illogically — and dangerously - widemn^ me, 
scope o i secrecy. The bill, the Intelligence identi- 
ties Protection Act, should be defeated. 

The bill’s illogical feature is its provision for pun 
ishing private citizens who disclose information de- 
duced from non<lassified sources The prions 

target is a Washington newsletter that publishes the 
names of CIA agent;, whom it identifies by comb- 

ins throug£rFore®ff Service personnel l^ts and oh. 

er public documents. How can anyone disclose 
information that is already available to anyone . 
with access to public documents anu the ability to , 
put two and two together? Should such a peison be ; 
subject to criminal prosecution? We think not. 

What makes the bill dangerous is that it could si- 
lence not onlv potential whistle-blowers within the 
CIA but also journalists, authors and scholars who 
wish to write about it Free and open discussion oi 
an important public agency should not be discour- 
aged by the threat of unreasonably broad criminal j 
penalties.
